forenoon sitting of tne Schley court 
of inquiry today no new witnesses 
were on the stand. Captain, Harber 
continued his testimony and the ma- 
jor portion of the time was devoted 
to his crofts-eintoination by Mr. 
Bayner. He adhm& to his statement 
made yesterday concerning coaling 
at sea and objected when Mr. XCayner 
sought to refresh his memory by 
quoting the log book of the Massa- 
cnuaetta. Admiral Higginson was 
recalled -and modified his statement 
of yesterday concerning the distance 
which the fleet before Santiago stood 
out to sea. He said that during the 
first portion of the time it was about 
five miles during the day and about 
four miles at night.

the court returned and announced 
its decision, sustaining the objection 
that the witness could not be exam- 
ined upon the log of the Massachu- 
setts, 


Continuing his testimony, Captain 


Harber insisted that the weather on 
May 25th was not "rough," and the 
balance of his testimony concerned 
the facts of coaling at sea. 


Admiral Higginson was then re- 


called and 'questioned especially con- 
cerning his statement of yesterday 
that the fleet was only two or three 
miles out from Santiago harbor. He 
modified his statement 
by saying 


that, during the 'first portion of the 
blockade the fleet stood out farther, 
probably five miles by day and four 
by night* 


He confessed, however, that after 


three years his memory was indis- 
tinct. 


Admiral Higginsoa was then ex- 


cused and the court at 1 o'clock 
took recess for luncheon.

London, &c}>t 21.—While Mr. Kru- 


ger and Dr. Leyds are-drawing up a 
petition- to President Roosevelt and 
the csar,. asking them to intervene, 
the fighting Boers are helping them- 
selves'in South Africa by celebrating 
the expiration of the period in which 
Lord Kitchener proclaimed they must 
surrender, by four notable successes, 
killing sixty-eight officers and men, 
wounding sixty-three and capturing 
nve gun*-and three -hundred men. 
The situation is singularly like the 
opening of. ihe war, two years ago, 
the name* of the same places recur- 
ring in the dispatches. Utrecht, 
where Major Ghmgh was entrapped, 
was the scene of a similar ambuscade 
eighteen months back. Aoton house, 
where the Boers yesterday reappear- 
ed, is eighteen miles southwest of 
Ladysmith, prominent in the early 
hostilities, and the 'Natal colonials 


are mustering for the defense of the 
Tugela, as when General OToubert in* 
vaded Natal in 1899. In Cape Colony 
fighting is again going on south of 
Stormberg, in territory traversed by 
raiders and their pursuers a half doz- 
en times. The government's publi- 
cation of these -reverses causes an 
outburst of exasperation against the 
conduct of the war, not in South Af- 
rica, but by the ministry. The great 
ministerial journals accuse the gov- 
ernment of trying to run the war <*on 
the cheap," by not providing Lord 
Kitchener with sufficient resources. 


The Times, while it has no misgiv- 


ings as to the final issue, accuses the 
home authorities of a lack of organ- 
ized, sustained effort, of a disposi- 
tion to postpone military for financial 
considerations and of failure to grasp 
the moral and integral damage which 
the prolongation of the struggle i 
flicts on the empire.

Justices I/oran I*. Lewis and Robert 
C. Titus, of the supreme court, today 
acctepted their alignment ns counsel 
to defend Leon P. Czolgoaz, indicted 
for murder in the first degree in kill- 
ing President McKinley* 
They do 


not, At present, know of any reason 
why they will not be ready for trial 
next Monday morning, when District 
Attorney tenney moves the case for 
trial in part three, of the supreme 
court, whence It was transferred to- 
day by order of Judge Edward K. 
Emery, in the county court, who also 
appointed (Jarlton E. lodd, law part- 
ner of Judge Titus, to assist iu the 
defense. 


Although both attorneys tentative- 


ly accepted the assignment a few 
days ago, no definite announcement 
was made until today. Judge Titus 
conferred wi'tli Judge Lewis in the 
latterrs office 
for a" half hour this 


morning, 'after which Judge Titus 
announced that they had decided to 
conduct the defence of the prisoner, 


Neither Judge Lewis nor Judge Ti- 


tus would discuss the 'subject of 'the 
defence to be interposed, and both 
stated that 'they had not given the 
question of insanity any thought 
They said that they would not seek 
an interview with the assassin in the 
jail unless they were informed that 
he desired to oee and talk with them. 
However, they said if the prisoner 
continued his stubborn refusal to talk 
to his counsel, it would not make any 
difference in regard .to preparing his 
defence. The attorneys have not, as 
yet, decided wether or not to request 
the court'to appoint alienists to ex- 
amine into the mental -condition of 
the prisoner, but stated that if such 
action was desired it would not delay 
the trial, as such examination could 
be had during the progress of the 
people's case.

ANAKCHIST 
SHEET IS 


FOUND AT Y. M. C. A. 


About the Time Czolgosz Was Sup- 


posed to Have Been in Fort 


Wayne. 


Leon F. Czolgosz, the wretched as- 


sassin of President McKinley, is sup- 
posed to have been in Fort Wayne 
about June 15, and his presence here 
may account for tho finding of an 
anarchist publication in the rsading 
room of the Young Men's Christian 
association, corner of Calhoun ani 
Holman streets, about that time. 
Secretary J. W. Burns exercises a 
strict supervision over all publica- 
tions received at the 
association 


rooms, and picked up the sheet a 
short time after it had been left. 


The paper is anonymous and con* 


tains extracts from the works of var- 
ious prominent authors and poets, 
quoted in support of anarchistic doc- 
trine* The publication is a four-leaf 
folder, printed on cheap- paper, rnd 
tho type was apparently set while thrj 
compositor was under the influence of 
excitement or bad whisky.

Damage estimated at about $5,000 


resulted 
from fire in the 
Baltes 


building at Berry and Harrison 
streets at an early hour this morning. 
The list of sufferers, together with 
their estimated damage, is as follows:

Miss'Plick, florist— $300. 
With, the exception of the loss upon 


the building most of tho damage -was 
caused by smoke and water and all 
is fully covered by insurance. The 
origin of Ihe fire is unknown. 


PIRST SEEN 'AT 12:20. 


The fire was first noticed at 12:20 


o'clock this morning by a porter at 
the Randall hotel, two blocks away, 
and an alarm was turned in from 
that point. There was a quick re- 
sponse by engine companies 1, 3 and 
6, and -as Chief Hilbrecht crossed Cal- 
houn street an immense pillar of 
flame was shooting high above -the 
roof at the center of the big build- 
ing. It looked like a desperate case 
and in the immense crowd which 
soon gathered at the scene 
there 


were few who believed the structure 
could be saved. 


The starting point of the flre was 


upon the first floor at the south side 
of the elevator shaft, wliich stood 
against the east wall of 
about 
midway 
in tho 


the room 
building. 


entire force of about fifty employes 
resumed work as usual this morning. 


Chief Hilbrecht says the floors of 


the building slant slightly toward 
the east and for this reason the floods 
of water turned into the building ran 
over to the east side and 
soaked 


through the floors into the stores of 
the Randall Wheel company and Miss 
Plick, tho florist, upon the ground 
floor* In each of these cases the 
damage is wholly from smoke tuid 
water. 
Mr. Randall estimated the 


damage to his stock at §1,000 and 
Miss Plick placed her loss at $300. 
Both are insured. Mr, Baltes carried 
$3,000 insurance on the building, 
and this will be sufficient to cover 
the damage to ths structure. 


The Randall Wheel company this 


morning closed a temporary lease for 
a room in the Ninde block, diagonally 
across from the old location, and is 
moving the stock to that room.

A BIG THING.

The firemen 
began worlc upon the first floor, 
throwing a stream of -water directly 
up the biasing elevator shaft Lad- 
ders were quickly run up to the sec- 
ond-story windows and the hosemen 
attacked the fire from this position. 


CALLED MORE AID. 


Chief Hilbrecht called engine com- 


pany No. 2 to aid the force already 
there, more extension ladder enabled 
the men to reach the upper floors, 
and within an hour the fight -was 
over. Upon the three floors where 
tho elevator shaft was sheathed the 
fire was manly confined to this space. 
Above this point the flames spread 
out somewhat and threatened to en- 
velop the entire upper portion of the 
building, and they burst through the 
roof through 3, burned hole several 
feet in diameter and shot upward in 
an almost solid column to a height 
of at least twenty feet. The interior 
of the shaft is a charred and black* 
ened mass from bottom to top and 
upon the third 
and fourth floors

In his business transactions 
with his various employers he has 
always been found honest and his 
personal integrity 
has never been 


questioned. He has, however, one 
besetting sin and that is a disposition 
to occasionally indulge in a vocifer- 
ous spree. 
These indulgences 
are 


priodical, but when they occur they 
are usually afterwords-referred to as 
"beauts." It was during one of these 
periodicals that Lou got mixed up 
with Mr. jNiezer's.live stock and Mr. 
Davis' paraphernalia. 
After he had 


subtracted the horse from the barn 
and had separated the harness from 
the other barn, ho had difficulty in 
getting the harness on the horse and 
to accomplish the desired result he 
was obliged to call for help. He then 
went away -and his arrest followed 
soon -after. It was not shown that 
there was any crminal intent on the 
part of the prisoner, but on the con 
traiy it was believed by the prose- 
cutor, the court and the prosecuting 
witnesses that he was not nt the 
time of the commission of tlie crime 
really responsible for his acts, owing 
to the foot that he was drunk. The 
case on its merits and face looked 
simply like one of trespass and plain 
drunk and the court leniently took 
that view of the situation and im- 
posed a punishment sufficient to keep 
Mr, Lou out of mischief for another 
month and to remind him that he 
must in future modify his perform- 
ances.

Emma Goldman, the anarchist. She 
has the mouth of a worker and the 
yes of an enthusiast. 
Her face is

ndifference. No one would think of 
calling the woman .handsome. She 
would pass unnoticed in a crowd, but 
no one who had talked with her and 
studied her would forget her. One 
sees many such faces among the girl 
students of Kussia. Intelligent, des- 
perately earnest, lighted from within 
by an ideal and a purpose, yet calm 
as a mask, save for the eyes." 


Emma Goldman was born in Rus- 


sia and speaks seven languages. She 
makes absolutely no pretense to vir 
tue. She has been known to have as 
many as half a dozen lovers in a year 
and to have belonged to just as many 
groups of anarchists. Berkman, who 
attempted to kill H. C. Prick, the 
Homestead magnate, she once dis- 
carded, but later returned to him. 
She quarreled with Johann Most, left 
him and returned to him, also. Be- 
fore a crowd of desperate working- 
men in some obscure saloon where 
anarchists assemble, she gives free 
expression <to her views and Jiopes. 
Born in Russia, she was graduated 
from a German school. 
She denies 


that her revolutionary 
tendencies 


were inherited. "My ideas, my feel- 
ings, my tastes are all Kussian," she 
once said. "The relation between the 
sexes in Russia is the most ideal of 
any I know about. That is why 
young Russian women learn to think. 
And because they think they become 
anarchists/' 


If the Goldman woman is to be be- 


lieved, the hanging of the Chicago 
anarchists in 1887 made her an an- 
archist. "I followed that case care- 
fully," she dnce said, "and it made 
me an active anarchist. I was living 
wiith my family in Rochester then, 
nnd the nearest thing to a radical so- 
ciety the town had was a social demo- 
cratic society, tame as a house cat. I 
came away to New York and went to 
work in a factory. That showed me 
a new side of life. My family had 
been well-to-do, and I hadn't come in 
actual contact with the want and suf- 
fering of the world until I joined the

WOMEN AS ANABCHISTS, 


"I have great faith in America," 


the 
anarchist 
woman continued, 


"Anarchy's bert future lies in 'Ameri- 
ca. The people here have finer innate 
ideas of freedom. 
The trouble with 


the American girls is they are too 
frivolous. 
That is particularly true 


of the working classes* The ordi- 
nary American girl doesn't care for 
any serious ideas or study. She only 
wants to amuse 
herself. 
In our 


American work—I 
mean 
English 


propaganda as opposed to the propa- 
ganda carried on in 
foreign lan- 


guages—there are very few young 
girls. Russian girl anarchists of 16 
are common enough, -but the Amer- 
ican woman anarchist under 35 is 
most unusual. We have 
a. great 


many American women in our ranics 
now, 
but they are almost all in tiie 


30s or older. 


"The able women anarchists here 


do little speaking. 
Almost ail of 


them confine themselves to circulat- 
ing literature, obtaining

EMPLOYES TAKE OATH. 


The recent attempts of a gang of 


American swindlers to victimise the 
London banks have drawn attention 
tD the remarkable precautions which 
banking houses take against fraud. 
Every* employe, from the ofHce boy 
to ths manager, has to take an oath 
on entering the bank that they will 
not divulge the business of the es- 
tr/olishment, exce-pt 
under compul- 


sion of law. And they are not al- 
lowed to forget this oath, for every 
year the entire staff is assembled In 
the board room to hear the oath read 
over. The effect of this precaution 
has been admirable. 


There IG also .very great care exer- 


cised to prevent fraud by means of 
worthless securities and promissory 
notes. In almost every bank there 
is a department devoted to scrutiniz- 
ing- 'all notes which may be depos- 
ited lor this purpose. These records, 
which have 
been 
compiled after 


years of collections, show the stand- 
ing of almost every film \n London. 
Many a business house would be dis- 
mayed if they knew that practically 
all their cherished secrets were 
known to tHe bank. 
Reference to 


these records will indicate at once 
whether the firm concerned has at 
..\y tiacp rtishoR'Ored a bill, >and so 
Uie bank is zble to gauge the value 
of the securities offered, say for a 
loan cf thre? months, 


Th3oe ris merely a few of Ihc pre- 


cautions adopted, but they will serve 
to give scale idea of the constant and 
unremitting care taken to prevent 
fraud.—London Daily

developing another new telephone 
wrinkle. 
An inventive farmer liv- 


ing near Pcndleton conceived 
the 


idea of using his barb*wire fences 
for farm telephones* 
He insulates 


the top strand of wire and buys two 
portable boxes and two good bat- 
teries. He hangs one onto the wire 
at home or wherever he is to be that 
day and gives the other to the farm 
laborer and sends nim forth to sow. 
The worker hangs his box on the 
top -wire of the nearest fence and he 
sows there until there is a ring or 
he wants to talk to the house. There 
is no better telephone wire than that 
used in wire fences, and the nsat 
idea savs many long trips that are 
the bane of every farmer's existence.

000*000.

three years old had entered the Held 
himself as a writer. He is an enthu- 
siastic admirer of Washington, Lincoln 
and Qrant. On his return from Europo 
and while engaged on his historical 
work he entered the law office of bis 
uncle, Robert" B. Uoosevelt, with "the 
design1 of fitting himself for tbe bar. 
He was of too restless a disposition to 
find content in such a sober calling, 
and the whole beut of his mind, as 
shown by his reading, his writing and 
the effort .to do something extraordi- 
nary, something that would mark him 
above bis felluws, which had made him [ 
a bidder for college championships and 
prompted him to tempt the dangers of i 
tbe Swiss mountain peaks, sent him' 
hurrying into politics before he had 
settled down to anything like deep 
study of the law. 
HOW HE ENTEUED POLITICS. 


He attended his first primary in 1SS1 


in the Twenty-first assembly district 
of New York. It was a gathering of 
the class attendant on such occasions, 
with little to charm the ordinary young 
man of aristocratic lineage and wealth, 
but Theodore Roosevelt had studied 
history with a purpose. He kuew that 
through the primary led the way to 
political preferment, and he at once 
entered into the battle of politics, in 
which he was .to prove a gladiator of 
astonishing prowess, routing and ter- 
rifying his enemies, but often startling 
liis allies by the originality and reek* 
lessness of his methods. 
t 


The natural enthusiasm of young 


Roosevelt* 
his 
undeniable 
j>ersonal 


charm and the swirl of Interest with 
which he descended into the arena of 
local politics made him friends on ev- 
ery side iu n community whore leaders 
are at a high premium, anil within a 
few months the young college niun 
was elected to the assembly of the 
state from his home district. 


His ability and his methods were in 


strong evidence nt\he following ses- 
sion of the legislature. Hv nrf>v«l » 
rallying power for the Republican mi- 
nority and actually succeeded In pass- 
ing legislation which the majority sub- 
mitted to only through fear and which 
bis own party in the state would never 
have fathered had it been In power. 
Mr. Roosevelt was the undisputed lea*!* 
cr of the Republicans in the assembly 
within two mouths after his election, 
and he immediately turned his atten- 
tion to the purification of New York 
city. This would have appalled a man 
less 'determined or more experienced, 
but the young aspirant for a place in 
history reckoned neither with condi- 
tions nor precedents. His success, con- 
sidering the strength of the combina- 
tion against which he was arrayed, 
was extraordinary. He succeeded in 
securing the passage of the bill which 
deprived the city council of New York 
of the power to veto the appointments 
of the mayor, a prerogative which bad 
nullified every previous attempt at re- 
form and had made the spoliation of 
the city's coffers an easy matter in the 
time of Tweed and other bosses. 


Mr. Roosevelt's methods, 
11 was 


cheerfully predicted by his political 
opponents, would certainly result in his 
retirement from participation in the 
state councils of New York, but this 
proved far from the case. As has hap- 
pened In every case since, wherever 
Theodore Roosevelt has been thrown 
with any class of people, wherever 
they have come to know liirn personal* 
ly* he has attracted to himself enthu- 
siastic friendship and confidence. 
EE APPEAES AS A BEPOBMER, 


He became so popular that not only 


was he returned to three sessions of 
the assembly, but his party in the state 
soon- realized that he r/as one of the 
strongest men, and he was sent to the 
Republican national convention of 1SS4 
as chairman of the Xew York delega* 
tion. 


After the convention, to which he 


went unlnstructed, biit in favor of tin? 
nomination of Mr. Edmunds against 
James G. Blaine. his health failed. The 
deaths of his wife and mother bad been 
a severe shock, for Mr. Roosevelt is a 


'lirth"ese"yc*arg"aiI3Tretween 1SSO and 
1SSO Mr, Roosevelt was also busy oa 
much of his literary work. The most 
important of his ivorks, "The Winning 
of the West." a history In four vol- 
umes of the acquisition of the territory 
west of tbe Allcghcnies. required an 
enormous amount of research. On Us, 
publication it leaped, at once into popu-' 
larity and soon acquired a reputation t 
:is a most reliable textbook. 
| 


His hunting trips and his months of 


life among the men and tnc game of, 
the west have supplied the material for 
a number of Mr. Roosevelt's books, 
among them "The Wilderness Hunter," 
"Hunting Trips of u Ranchman" and 
"Ranch Life and the Huntiw: Trail.1' 


This period of writing and hunting 


was broken by two important events. 
He was defeated as candidate for may- 
or of New York, and he married again. 
The secoud wife of tbe vice president 
elect was Miss Edith Kermlt Carow, 
daughter of an old New York family. 
Tbey have five children, .three sons 
and two daughters. The marrlcgc took 
place In ISSa 


For years after this Mr. Roosevelt 


was not prominent in politics. lie 
spent his time in writing and ia hunt- 
Ing trips to the west. Never an idle 
man, he accomplished un immense 
amount of research in the preparation 
of his historical works. 
HIS CIVIL SERVICE CASEER, 


President Harrison appointed Thcc- 


dore Roosevelt a member of the United 
States civil service commission May 
ia, 1SS9. 


He served for six years, two of them 


under President Harrison's successor, 
Mr. Cleveland. In that time the num- 
ber of persons who were made subject 
to the civil service law was increased 
from 12,000 to nearly 40,000, and the 
still further great Increase made by 
the orders of President Cleveland in 
the lato years of his first administra- 
tion was largely due to Mr. Roosevelt's 
efforts. 


In the wave of reform which swept 


over New York in 1S04-3 the men, In- 
cluding Mayor Strong, who were 
borne into power were something of 
tlio ia::.c stamp as the civil service 
commissioner. They were of the class 
which fought political rings, and they 
turned to Mr. Roosevelt to take a. hand 
in purifying the police force of New 
York city, which was alleged to be a 
sink of political rottenness and studied 
inefficiency. Mr. Roosevelt resigned as 
civil service commissioner May ">, 1S93, 
and was appointed a police commis- 
sioner of New York city May 24 fol- 
lowing. 


The uproar that followed the intro- 


duction of Roosevelt methods in tbo 
conduct of the New York police force 
has never been equaled us a police sen-

ORGANIZING ROUGE RIDERS. 
The body of men of which Colonel 


Roosevelt took command was one of 
the most remarkable even onl!*lcd in 
any country.

membership, and the name under 
which it soon came to le known was 
the rough riders.

position some of his startling: methods 
and again proved himself "a storm 
center/' a name ho had already been 
given and to, which he 1ms earned bet- 
ter title in each succeeding year. 


In the fall of iSDT he was detailed to 


Suspect the fleet gathered at Hampton 
Roads, and he' kept the" commanders 
and their jackics in a ferment for a 
week* Whenever he thought of a drill 
he would like to see he ordered It.

Ue had 
hurried' the work on the now ships 
and liftd lh« did ones repaired. • Ik 
had caused every Vessel to bo supplied 
with coal to her full capacity and had 
thu orew of every ship recruited to its 
full strength. His services wore fully 
recognized by Secretary Long, who 
thanked him Iu a letter full of appro* 
elation when he left his place in the

When*war 
was an assured fact, these two men 
conceived the idea of recruiting a regi- 
ment from among the ranks of these 
plainsmen. Uoth were known through- 
out many western states to the most 
famous of the frontiersmen, and tbe 
project met with instant and enthu- 
siastic favor in a thousand ranches. 


Cowboys, dead shots, perfect horse- 


men, who did not !:now what fear or 
fatigue meant, (locked to the standard ; 
raised by Wood and Roosevelt, and j 
there eventually gathered at Tampa n 
body of men than whom it would be I 
hard to find any more perfectly fitted 
for such war as, the conflict with Spain 
Ju the Jungles cf Cuba assured. Old 
Indian lighters wore there by the score, 
and there were even six full blooded 
Indians among the enlisted men. 


The first tight.of the rough riders 


took place in the advance from Dai-; 
quiri toward Santiago. They were sent 
out on :i hill trail to attack the position 
of the Spaniards who blocked the road 
to the town. The' Spanish occupied 
ridges opposite to those along which 
tbe trail used by the rough riders led, 
and a fierce fight took place in the jun- 
gle. Tbe Spanish hud smokeless pow- 
der, and it was, almost Impossible to 
locate them In the underbrush. The 
rough riders behaved witb great gal- 
lantry and took the position occupied 
by the enemy, but not without consid- 
erable loss* 


For distinguished gallantry in this ac- 


tion Lieutenant Colonel Ucosevelt was 
promoted to be colonel July 11, 1SOS. 
The place of this engagement Is called 
Las Guasimas. "the thorns." from the 
large number of trees of that speck** 
found there. The rough riders In this 
action acted In concert with other at- 
tacking forces composing the vanguard 
of the army. Several days after this 
General Young was taken with fever, 
and Colonel \Yocd taking command of 
the brigade, Colonel Roosevelt became 
commanding otllcer of the regiment. 


In this capacity he commanded the 


rough riders in the battle of San .luan, 
where they withstood a heavy 'fire for 
a long time, and finally, when ordered 


] to advance, made a gallant charge, cap- 
1 turing two of the hills occupied by the 


enemy. 


The rough riders, with their colonel, 


returned to Camp Wikoff, at the north- 
ern extremity oi' Long Island, in late 
August and on Sept. 10, 1SOS, were 
mustered out of the service with Colo- 
nel Roosevelt. 
FEOM SOLDIER TO GOVERNOK. 


lie had hardly time to doff his khaki 


uniform when he found himself plung- 
ed into a spirited state campaign. There 
was a loud call for the hero of San 
Juan Hill to become the Republican 
candidate for governor of the Empire 
State. 
He accepted the nomination 


and began such a campaign as Now 
York has seldom seen. 
He traveled 


thousands of miles and made hundreds 
of speeches within the space of three 
weeks and was elected by a big ma* 
jority. 


Governor Roosevelt hud hardly warm- 


ed the gubernatorial chair In Albany 
and had just planned the policy of his 
administration when he wns called up- 
on to accept the nomination of vice 
president with the late William Mo 
Kinky. The story of that convention, 


ed States senate will ucvor bo known, 
for the period during which he held 
the gavel In'that august body was too 
brief. Now, however, there Is no doubt 
In the mind of any American but that 
the personality of Theodore Roosevelt 
will be felt in ovory pulsing artery of 
the nation's executive and legislative 
bodies.

^.nd most prominent citizens of La 
grange county, who died this weel;

Mr. Jones was born at Westminstei 


2£d.. in 1822. His gre;it-gr»ndfathei 
Philip Jones, 
UMS one of the sur 


veyors that helped to 
lay out th 


city of Baltimore and for many year: 
the family was prominent there. A: 
the age of fourteen John Paul Jones- 
went with his parents 
to B.;ngor. 


Maine, where he attended school and 
Assisted his father in the mercantile 
business until his death in 1833. IT 
the spring of 1840 he moved back tf 
Maryland and in Octob» r of the ram.

preach and admitted into the Indi- 
ana conference of that church, then 
embracing the whole of the stats, 
and was assigned to r. circuit in Steu- 
bc:i county, becoming one of the pio- 
neer preachers in this part 
of the 


state. 


In 1847-43 he preached at South 


Bend, but retired from the charge on 
account of ill health* 
In 1850 he- 


was nominated by the whigs for state- 
representative and elected. He made 
the trip to Indianapolis 
on horse- 


back and by stage coach. In 1852 
he was nominated by the whigs as 
candidate for county clerk and was 
the only man on the ticket that was 
successful. 
In 1856 he helped or- 


ganize the republican party in this 
county and was the same year re- 
elected clerk. His ability as a public 
speaker and his personal popularity 
in the county and the district led the 
republicans to present his name be- 
fore the republican state convention 
of 1860 for the nomination of clerk 
of the supreme court of the stats. 
His competitors were Benjamin Har- 
rison a:id Walter Q. Gresham, but he 
was victorious and served in that ca- 
pacity during four of the most try- 
ing and eventful years in the history 
of the state and nation. In 1872 he 
was elected county recorder and was 
re-elected in 1876. In 1882 he was 
elected and served 
four 
years as 


county auditor. Tor fifty years past 
his lifs was a most important factor 
in. the history of the county.

McKinley's birthplace. The house in 
which he was born has recently been 
' cut in two, and 'the section which in- 
cludes the room of his birth has been 
moved a mile away, to a pretty spot 
known to the people of Xiles as Uiv- 
crsida Park* This half of the house 
has been newly sided up and is oc- 
cupied by James Maine and family* 
The house has been the victim of 
relic hunters, 
Mr. McKmley 


The room iu which 
was born bears the 


:narks o£ penknives on all sides. A 
chip from the woodwork, a piece of 
plaster, anything, has served as a 
memento to the sightseer, ^ho has 
been happening thin way for the la^t 
few years, 


Joe Pisher is the village constable, 


the trmnt oiticer, and the old soldier. 
"There/' said he ns ho pointed the 
smnll end of his corncob pipe to a red 
cclored build "nar across the street, ^is 
the old school in which 'Bill* and I 
learned our A B C's, 
'Bill* is pres- 


iden: now, but he hasn't forgotten 
Joe Fisher. I never asked him for 
an office, for I don't believe in that 
sort of thing, but if ever I happen 
to be where McKinley is he throws 
his arms around me and gives my 
hand such a shake as brings -back the 
days when, three of us boys were 
chums. Bill and Mr. Allison and Joe 
Fisher." 


The red building referred to by Mr. 


Fisher ns the sohoolhouse is now oc- 
cupied by a marble and granite com- 
pany, and is situated <on the main 
street of the ftcwn. Just to the rear 
of its present location once stood the 
bTick'berry 'bushes which McKinley, 
as a boy, usad to visit with his com- 
panions, the blackberry pails sus- 
pended in frmt of 'them at a conven- 
ient height for picking. That saction 
of Wiles was then a sort of a swamp. 
Today it is rovered by the nice lit- 
tle Homes of -the laborers who work 
in the mills nst far distant.

TEXT IS TBM*EEANCE-LESSON TREATS OP THE EVILS OP 


INDXTLGENCE IN STRONG DBINK. 


(John Lindsay Withrow, D. D., Park 


Street Church, Boston, in Chicago 
Becord-Herald.) 
Lesson for Sunday, Sept. 22, 1901. 
Topic—"Temperance Lesson." 
Text—Proverbs xxiii., 29-35. 
The golden text (Proverbs xx., 1) 


gives us a fit starting ground for this 
temperance lesson. 
So much 
has 


been said and written on the shame, 
sin and crime of intemperance that 
we may hardly do more than repeat 
n different words what has been al- 
ready said. This, however, is an in- 
stance where 'Mine upon line, precapt 
upon precept, here a little and there 
a little** is require-d to keep up a pro- 
test against the appalling evils of 
the u&o of strong drink. 


Our golden text starts off: "Wine 


is a mocker/* To mock a man is to 
cast upon him ridicule, derision, con- 
tempt. It is to make a fool of him. 
And of nil foolmakers 
since 
the 


world began has there ever been the 
equal of intoxicating drinksP 


You inay have heard it claimed 


that more people die o/ overeating 
than of overdrinking. Suppose in- 
quests were made by all the physi- 
cians of a city or commonwealth or 
county, how many of their patients 
would be found booked as ill of over- 
eatingf They write death certificates 
for tho health departments of the 
cities. How many of these attribute 
death to gluttony? There is a host 
whose death is certified to as caused 
by intemperance. 
Much the larger 


moiety of names 
inscribed in the 


books otf our police station are ''for 
drunkenness/* There is an 
army, 


larger or smaller, in every city who 
bear the mocking name of "drunks." 
OVEREATING AND DRINK-ING. 
Can anyone tell us where there is 


a roll of names of people who killed 
themselves by overeating? It is one 
of the befooling ways of intoxicating 
drinks to deceive by putting appear- 
ance for reality. 
Overeating is in- 


jurious to good health. But whether 
an appreciable number of people ever 
perished from overeating may fairly 
be doubted, if not denied. 


Strong drink mocks strong men. 


The bigger the man the bigger the 
dunco is he who is brought into de- 
rision by strong drink. This coun- 
try was never more 
mocked than 


when we 'had occupants of the white 
house and senators in our capitol who 
were seen drunk. Thanks be to God. 
such a disgrace is not known 
in 


Washington now. But when 
the 


writer was a young man lie saw with 
his own eyes men reel and totter on 
their way to their seats in congress. 
Strong /Irink has clouded the 
fair 


name of many who would -have shoae 
as unclouded stars of the -first mag- 
nitude in authorship had they not

That distressing: ailment, influenza, 


commonly known as the grip, did not, 
like Verne's voyager, 
encircle the 


globe in eighty days, but it has ac- 
complished the journey just the same, 
much to 
the''discomfort 
cf those 


whom it attacked. It has -been called 
the Russian scourge, because it made 
its first European appearance in that 
country, but properly it is an Asiatic 
distemper and to that continent it 
returned by way of the United States. 
Japan nas caught this infection from 
San TraiKisco and the little brown 
men and women 
of the mikado's 


realm are having their days 
and 


nights of protracted 
sneezing- and 


coughing. 


In countries where "borean blasts 


are unknown the grip has found a 
lodgment. It has appeared at inter- 
vals in Calcutta in the last eleven 
years nnd it has caused an appreci- 
able addition to the mortality, Tew 
Europeans or natives in the large 
towns have escaped. 


In Persia the grip came first about 


fourteen years ago. in the winter of 
1887 and 1888, when it became epi- 
demic and raised the mortality by a 
large percentage. 
Since then there 


has been a recurrence of the disease 
nearly every winter. In Persia the 
technical name for 
grip is mesh- 


mesha, which name was originally 
applied to influenza in horses. Still, 
iu that country* tho mortality from 
grip among foreigners has been ex- 
ceedingly low. 


Within the last six months half 


the people of Sivas. Turkey, have 
been down with the grip. 
Yet the 


mortality was slight. The treatment 
for this, as well as for most other 
diseases, consists of a Turkish bath. 
These baths are public and the dan- 
ger of infection from them can be 
understood from the fact that in an 
orphanage containing 
120 inmates 


ftt'ty-iive were taken, sick with in- 
fluenza within three days after 
a 


visit to the Turkish baths. 


In Valencia, Spain, the various epi- 


demics of the grip have sent the mor- 
tality up about 60 per cent, 
winter having been exceptionally se- 
vere, influenza appeared again in a 
inild, thougk complicated form, af- 
fecting the weaker organs, and this 
gave risa to classification of death 
from some organic disease rather 
than from the grip itself.

A* 
the poles were cut they were slid down 
the mountain bide and then drawn 
along:

by a spaa of 


taulea or carried on men's .shoulders. 
The work- was hard enough for a gang1 


of lumbermen^ but it was made worse 
by the peril from Indians. While thore 
was a peace treaty in force, no Indians 
who had a chance to pick off a soldier 
or settler felt bound to observe 
it. 


Therefore, when it came- ihe. turn of 
company **G" to send out a sergeant 
and six men to cut aud distribute aud 
set up five miles of poles, the colonel 
at Fort Johnson warned us to be on-the 
lookout for trouble and to neglect no 
precaution to add to our safety. 


We went into camp at the head of n 


narrow valley, close up against the 
precipitous side of a hill, and were 
safe from attack exce.pt-by the front. 
As'it was fine midsummer weather, 
we made a foundation of rock, and 
then erected a hut of poles and brush; 
and in a day or two we- were snug 
enough. For the first four days there 
was nothing to create alarm. One man 
was left in camp to act as sentinel and 
cook, and the other five were more or 
less scattered us they cut and distrib- 
uted the poles* The sergeant took 
charge of the mules and the hauling, 
and this work took ibim beyond our 
support much of the time. He was a 
veteran Indian-fighter, however, brave 
as a lion, and had no fear. 


On tho morning of the fifth day, 


while he was returning with the mules, 
after hauling a-pole to a spot two miles 
away, a party of ten Indians suddenly 
confronted him. They were led by 
sub-chief named Little Bear, who was 
a frequent visitor at the fort and we-ll 
known to all the soldiers. During the 
war, which had closed only a few 
months before, this sub-chief had shot 
and scalped a corporal near the fort, 
and after the treaty 
he had come 


swaggering into The post vith the 
ecalp-lock attached to his belt, nn ae. 
tion which so provoked 
Serg-t. ^lil 


ton that he snatched the ghastly 
trophy away and offered to go outside 
mid fight Littlo Bear in any manner 
desired. When the Tudiant demanded 
his trophy it was refused, and he left 
the post vowing vengeance. Since then 
they had not met until now, and the 
soldier had but to look into the eyes 
of the redskin to see the pleasure hi. 
felt nt thus finding his enemy alone 
and seemingly helpless. As the meet 
ing took place th-e sergeant 'backed uj 
again-st a mass of roek, got hiscarbin* 
aud revolver ready for shooting1, ant 
was so cool and determined that th 
Indians were awed and puzzled. The> 
\\ere anxious enough to kill him. bu 
had only just arrived in- the neighbor 
hood and did not know how many men. 
he had behind him, or how near som< 
of them might be. For the first ten 
minutes they were determined ou 
row, yet the sergeant's quiet way aclet 
as a bluff, aud they finally drew off 
Before going, however, Little Bear said 
to him: 


''When my father and other chief 


signed the treaty of peace I told then 
1 would be against it until I had killct 
you. There is no war, but I shall no 
go into the fort again, uixtil I can wea 
your sca!p at my belt.'* 


The sergeant replied that if his scalp 


was wanted it was a good time to tain 
it, but the- Indians had other plans ii 
view and left him. When thesergean 
returned to camp he related the inci 
dent, and for the next three or fou 
days one of us accompanied him on hi 
trips, ajid signals were arranged b; 
which we might quickly come togcthe 
in case of need, but nothing was hour 
of the Indians. Oni the afternoon- o 
the fifth day weVere cutting pole, 
itearly a mile from camp, leavingamau 
named Brisbane to act as. cook. Ho 
had been instructed to fire hJs musket 
in case he saw Indians* and having 
heard nothing from him, we started for 
camp at about five o'clock, with-a feel- 
ing that all was well. We 
reached 


camp to find the man missing. His 
musket had been left behind, and 
nothing about camp had 
been dis- 


turbed. For an hour we expected his 
return any momen-t, thinking he had 
wandered away, but when- night came 
and passed we were sure that the In- 
dians had had something- to do with 
lite disappearance. They Irad, Instead 
of being watchful and vigilant, the 
man had carelessly wandered down 
in-to the larger valley in search of ber- 
ries, with no weapons, and Little Bear's 
band had pounced upon him and made 
him captive. They took him up into 
the hills and at first decided to torture 
liink. That idea was given up, however, 
that they might make him a messen- 
ger to capture the rest of us. Why,

be named in this age.

THE BOERS 


. London, St))t. 31.—While Mr. Xru- 
ger an<t Dr. Leyds are-drawing up a 
petition- to President Uoosevelt and 
the czar,, asking them to intervene, 
the fig-hting Boers are helping them- 
selves in South Africa by celebrating 
the expiration of the period iu which 
Lord Kitchener proclaimed they must 
surrender, by four notable successes, 
killing sixty-eight officers and men, 
wounding Sixty-three and capturing 
five guns and three -hundred men. 
The situation is singularly like the 
opening Of. .the war, two years ago, 
tho namefi of the same places recur- 
ring in the dispatches. Utrecht, 
where Major Gough was entrapped, 
was the scene of a similar ambuscade 
eighteen months back. Aoton house, 
where the Boors yesterday reappear- 
ed, is eighteen miles southwest of 
Ladysmith, promiuent in the early 
hostilities, and the "Natal • colonials 


are mustering for the defense of the 
Tiigelo, as when General Joubert in- 
vaded Natal in 1899. Iu Cape Colony 
fighting is again going on south of 
Stormberg', in territory traversed by 
.raiders and their pursuers a half doz- 
en times. The government's publi- 
cation of these reverses causes an 
outburst of exasperation against tho 
conduct of the war, not in South Af- 
rica, but by the ministry. The great 
ministerial journals accuse the gov- 
ernment of trying to run the war "on 
the cheap," by not providing Lord 
Kitchener with sufficient resources. 


The Times, while it has no misgiv- 


ings as to tho final issue, accuses the

The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 


FIRST SEEN 'AT 12:20. 


The fire -was first noticed at 12:20 


o'clock this morning by a porter at 
the Randall hotel, two blocks away, 
and an alarm was turned in from 
that point. There -was a quick re- 
sponse by engine companies 17 3 and 
6, and -as Chief Hilbrecht crossed Cal- 
houu street an immense pillar of 
flame was shooting- high above, -the 
roof at the center of tho big build- 
ing. It looked like a desperate case 
and in the immense crowd 
which 


soon gathered 
at the scene 


were few -who believed the structure 
could be saved. 


Tho starting- point of .the fire was 


upon the first floor at the south side 
of the elevator shaft, which stood 
against the east wall of the room 
about 
midway 
in tho 
building. 


Around the shaft was a sheathing of 
ight lumber and the flames quickly 
ate through tois and poured upward 
Into the elevator shaft, which acted 
is im immense chimney, sucking the 
-oaring' names upward with terrific 
fury.

the blaze. Against the elevator shaft 
Sioctl a wardrobe, but there was no 
fire known *to be near it. A gas jet 
was yet burning- in the center of the

Mr. Baltes carried 
93,000 insurance 011 the building, 
and this will be sufficient to cover 
the damage to tha structure.

The 
expressions seem to be prompted 1 
a s-ense of the insufficiency of hart 
ing or electrocution ns punlshiuen 
for so grc.it a crime as depriving 
nation of a beloved executive by a 
sassiuation. 


An ordinary murderer suffers th 


death penalty, and while popular in 
dignation runs high it appears 
many that the cowardly assassin o 
the head of a nation which grants th 
greatest liberty to its citizens, ougl 
to 'be punished with a severity ou 
of the usual order, yet 
humanit 


throws its mantle of mercy aroun 
the slayer of presidents aud king 
to the same extent in all civilize 
country as about the ordinary mur 
derer. Those who thoughtlessly ad 
vocate the torture of President Me 
Kinley's assassin scarcely realize th 
horrors of such a procedure and the; 
would be among the first to protes 
against such n course if it were ac 
tuaily put into practice. 
STILL TORTURE IN THE EAST. 
Torture as a punishment and a ju 


dlcial instrument for extracting con 
fessions from unwilling witnesses 
has been largely used in many coun- 
tries in the past and it still endures 
to some extent 
in the east, 
The 


- ancient Athenians were privileged to 


torture slaves in. order to extort con- 
fessions. 
Slaves were also tortured 


in ancient Rome, 
and occasionally 


free-men when it became necessary to 
extract evidences in cases of .high 
treason. 
As a whole, however, the 


enlightened Romans condemned such 
practices and until the thirteenth cen- 
tury torture seems to have been un- 
known under their laws. About that 
time the Roman treason law began 
to be adopted to heresy and at a later 
period, torture 
came to "tiz largely 


employed. It was in universal use 
in heresy and witchcraft trials, as 
well as for the punishment of crim 
iuals, and 
this form 
of savagery 


which endured throughout the middle 
ages marks that 
period's 
darkest 


chapters. 


During the middle ages torture be- 


came a part of'the'-legal system of 
most European countries. The Ital- 
ian, municipalities adopted it .early. 
In Germany elaborate apparatus for 
its infliction existed in the dungeons 
of the feudal castles and in the vaults 
beneath the town halls of Nuremberg 
and Ratlsbou. 
Horrible tortures 


were inflicted in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth 
centuries. 
It was re- 


duced to a fine degree by the past- 
masters of the art and was divided 
into drgrees of severity, according to 
the offense. 


THE SECOND DEGREE. 


Q.he second degree included crush- 


ing the thumbs, feet or head In iron 
apparatus, and 
the 
third degree 


burning the sides, arms and finger 
nails with fire or redhot irons and 
"pincers." 
Torture was still prac- 


ticed in tbo prisons In Germany in 
1770, but it was abolished in Prussia 
by Frederick the Great in -1740-54. 
The example of Frederick contributed 
greatly to its suppression elsewhere 
in Germany, but it was not finally 
abolished in Hanover until 1840. 


In the low countries and in Spain 


torture -was carried on to a great er- 
tent by Philip II. It was a part of 
the Judicial system, of France.until 
1789, and was in frequent use iu 
Scotland, 
being abolished only in 


1708. 
While the use of torture was 


repugnant to the genius of English 
law it was frequently resorted to in 
that country In trials of state. 
A 


royal warrant sanctioned its use in 
the Templar trials in 1310 and dur- 
ing the Tudor period torture warrants 
were given to the lieutenant of the 
tower and 
other 
officers 
for use 


against state prisoners. Similar war- 
rants were issued in state trials un- 
der James L and Charles I. Torture 
was inflicted in England as late as 
1646 on witches. The'practice is not 
now followed in any countries iu 
Europe. Its use was prohibited in 
the Spanish Inquisition, where it had 
been largely employed, in 1S16. 


Many and varied have ibeen the in- 


struments of udicial torture, the most 
celebrated of -which are the rack, the 
thumbscrew, the iron clasp, the wheel 
and boiling-in oil. Other ingenious 
instruments were devised and put in 
use from time to time until their 
name is legion. 
There was -a dis- 


tinction from torturo for the sake of 
extracting evidence to the cruel puu> 
ishments, and. modes of putting1- to 
3eatli by lingering torture, as.in the 
latter cases every form was applied 
which the fiendish, ingenuity of -man 
could invent. 


The rack, as an instrument of tor- 


. turo, consisted of an oblong frome of 


wood with a, windlass arrangement 
at each end, to which the victim was 
boun'd by cords Attached to Ills armi 
ftnd-'ltgsi -It-wan'used chiefly for ex- 


tracting confessions, and the unfortu- 
nate was stretched or pulled until 
frequently his limbs were dislocated. 
The rack was 1mown. to the Romans 
in Cicero's time, and was applied -to 
the early Christians in the first and 
second centuries. 
It was introduced 


into England by the Duko of Exeter 
in 1447, and was 
there called the 


'Duke 
of Exeter's Daughter." 
It 


was uesd in the time of Henry VIII., 
aud was in almost constant use dur- 
ing the reign of Elizabeth. 


la the various countries of Europe 


the rack was much used by both civil 
and religious authorities to extract 
confessions or recantations. 
It has 


now been -abolished in. every part of 
the civilized world. 
AGONY FROM THUMBSCREWS. 
As an instrument of diabolical tor- 


;ure the thumb-screw was capable of 
nflictiug the most excruciating* ag- 
my on its victim. It consisted of a 
lamp for compressing the thumbs 
»y means of a screw at tbe center. 
"t was a favorite method of torture 
n Snatn. and was occasionally used 
n England. 
In Scotland, it was 


nade use of in the wars against the 
lovenanters, and the famous Car- 
tares wns thus tortured for an hour 
nd a half at Holyrood, to obtain the 
ecrets of the Argyll party. The 
lumb-screw was one of the- simplest 
nstrmnents of torture, but It was 
apable of inflicting untold auffer- 
ng. 


The iron slasp,, sometimes called 
le "Scavenger's Daughter," was p, 
road hoop of iron, consisting of two 
arts, fastened to each other with a 
inge. 
The prisoner was made to 


neel on the floor, aud to contract 


everywhere. In some of the earlier 
reigns little regard was paid to hu- 
man life, and victims were hanged 
by thousands. 
It is recorded that 


during' the reign of Hanry VIII. 72,- 
000 criminals were executed. In that 
age the Draconian law that every of- 
fenso merited death was veiy closely 
observed, and offenses which are now- 
treated lightly were then punished 
by hanging. 
Many victims were 


hung in chains, some alive and left to 
die, but usually after execution. 


Beheading, which was once quite 


general in Europe, is still iu practice 
in France, and the reign of the guil- 
lotine during the revolution was one 
of the bloodiest periods of modern 
times. In England and Scotland be- 
heading was popular for at time, and 
the "Scottish Maiden" of the six- 
teenth century figured prominently. 


Later on minor offenses In England 


were punished by mutilation, brand- 
ing, whipping, exposure in the pil- 
lory and stocks. Some of these modes 
were brought to America, but, hap- 
pily, are now obsolete. 


It is fortunate* for the physical 


comfort of Leon Czolgosz that he 
lives in the twentieth century and 
not in the Middle Ages. 
Had he 


committed his terrible crime during 
the latter period the rack or the 
thumbscrew would have made- him 
divulge tbe names of the conspirators 
in the plot, if one existed. However, 
he wil! not be tortured. As the crime 
was committed within the jurisdic-

heel was turned around the execu- 
ner fractured the victim's limbs 
successive blows with an iron bar. 


icse were repeated until death en- 
ed. Sometimes the executioner was 
rraitted to enow the victim th? 
ercy of a speedy death after -a few 
ows by striking him 'on the hsad or 
omach. Occasionally in France the 
ntence contained a provision that 
o victim be strangltd after a cer- 
n number of blows had been 
•uck. 
It is said that when Pat- 


il, the envoy of Peter the Great, 
is put to death on the wheel by ord- 
of Charles XII., -of Sweden, the 
:ter cashiered the officer in com- 
nd of the guard for permitting the 
sd to e stricken from the mangled 
dy of the victim before life was 
tlnct. 
Breaking on the wheel "was 


ollshed in Trance during the Revo- 
tinn. 
Boiling in oil .was another favorite 
ode of torture during the Middle 
#es. The victim was placed in a 
go caldron of oil, under which a 
e was lighted and the oil slowly 
ought to a boiling point. Other 
rbarous modes of execution were 
urlng melted lead on the victim, 
wing 
him asunder, pressing? to 


ath, tearing to death with red hot 
ncers, quartering alive, tearing to 


lieces by horses and impalement on 
sharpened stakes, which mode of ex- 
ecution is so vividly described by 
Henryk Sienkiewlcz in his triology of 
Polish romances. Under Charles V. 
of Spain impalement was effected oy 
driving a pointed stake through the 
heart while the victim was being 
buried alive. 


METHODS IN DARK AGES. 


Burning at the stake and the appli- 


cation of fire in every horrible man- 
ner that would add to the agony of 
the victim were ever favorite modes 
of torture in the Dark Ages. 
One of 


the darkest chapters of Russia's his- 
tory is that containing the record of 
•the terrible tortures inflicted in that 
country by flogging with the knout. 


There is scarcely a mode of torture 


that the mind of man could devise 
but what has been practiced upon 
countless thousands of hapless vic- 
tims in thfi past. 


The usual mode of capital punish- 


ment in England for many centuries 
has been, and still Is, hanging. This 
method has been adopted by and Is In 
use In this-country, except in cases 
where In. the interest of- humanity 
electricity Is employed. In the Mid- 
die Ages In England every town, 
abbey and the important manorial 
lords had the right of hanging, and 


tloii of New York, which state pro- 
vides electrocution for capital crimes, 
the assassin of President-McKinley 
will no doubt in due time be put to 
death by means of electricity. 


It has remained for a -bright boy of

The,truth Is, says Karl Blind, in 


the Fortnightly Review, there once 
lived at St. Omar, in the department 
of the Pas do Calais, a modest old 
musical director who wrote hymns 
and anthems, also an oratorio, dur- 
ing his years of office, when he had 
the control of the music at the ca- 
thedral from 1775 to 1787, many 
years before the revolution. 
When 


he retired—two years before the tak- 
ing of the Bastile—he drew up mi in- 
ventory of all his works and deposit- 
ed it with his manuscripts, in the 
archives of the town. Now, in the 
introduction to tho oratorio he had 
written, that very hymn was discov- 
ered to which Rouget de Lisle set the 
words of his war song five years after 
that musical director of St. Omar had 
withdrawn from his office. It need 
scarcely be said that, in making use 
of the church composition in ques- 
tion, a quickened tempo was intro- 
duced for the purpose of martial ef- 
fect in a battle song. A quickened 
tempo or a slow one alters, of course, 
the character of the music accord- 
ingly. It will not create any sur- 
prise, after what has been stated 
above, that the tune of "Marseil- 
laise" has long ago been claimed in 
Germany and proved to be originally 
a German church melody—namely, 
the tune of the credo of a mass. 
Johannes Scheer, the historian, one of 
the men of 1818, who lived in 
Switzerland after the overthrow of 
our revolution, says in his work 
•Blucher, His Time find Hla Life," 
that the original of tne mass, which 
was composed in 1776 by Holtzmann, 
the "Kapellmeister" of the Elector of 
the Palatinate, was discovered by 
Mr. Harnma in the musical library of 
the town's church at Meersburg.

A 
recent magazine writer on anarcliist 
organs says: "It has been calculated 
that there are eight in -the French 
anguage, three being published in 
France, three in Belgium, one at 
Geneva and one in the United States; 
that there are six in English, four 
being published in London and two 
n the United States; that there are 
ten in German, six heing published 
n the United States, two in Austria 
ind one each in Berlin and London; 
.hat there are eleven In Italian, 
three of these being published out of 
Italy in New York, Buenos Ayres 


d- Brazil; that there arc nine In 


Spanish, three of them being pub- 
lished iu Chili, New York and Buenos 
Ayres; while there -are two in Portu- 
guese, two in Czech, two in both 
Spanish, andi Italian, and one In 
Dutch." 


The United States has become the 


mecca of anarchists who have been 
banished from or warned at home. 
So long as plots were hatched here 
for tho removal of kings and alien 
presidents the American, people view- 
ed the situation with more or less 
composure. 
But with the first effort 


made on the life of a president of the 
United States by an anarchist a pop- 
ulation which imder all conditions is 
calm, aud dispassionate, which Is nev- 
er content to merely cut off the 
branches when the root is diseased, 
the most stable, the most* fearless and 
the most determiried of nations-, must 
decide what It will do with anarchy 
and anarchists.

Theodore Roosevelt has been an or 


dent student of nislory from his col 
. Icge days and before ho was twenty- 
. three years old had entered the llolu 
himself fla a writer. lie is an enthu- 
siastic admirer of Washington, Lincoln 
and Qraut. On his return from Em-op!; 
and while engaged on bis historical 
work he entered the law .office of his 
uncle, Robert" B. Roosevelt, with the 
design' o* fitting himself for the bar. 
He was of too rustless a disposition to 
find content in such a sober calling, 
and tin* whole bent of his mind, as 
shown by bis reading, hia writing and 
the effort to do something extraordi- 
nary, something that would mark him 
above bis fellows, which had inadu'bliu 
a bidder for college championships and 
prompted him to tempt the dangers o? 
the'Swiss mountain peaks, sent him 
hurrying into polities before he had 
settled down to anything like deep 
study of the lavr. 
HOW. HE ENTEKED POLITICS. 


He attended bis lirst primary in 1SS1 


in the Twenty-first assembly district 
of New 1'ork. It was a 'gathering of 
the class attendant on such occasions, 
with little to charm Hie ordinary young 
man of aristocratic lineage and wealth, 
but Theodore Roosevelt hud studied 
history with a purpose. He kiiuw that 
through the primary led the way to 
political preferment, and he at once 
entered into iku battle- of politics, in 
which he was .to prove a gladiator of 
astonishing prowess, routing aud ter- 
rifying iiis enemies, but often startling 
'lib allies by the originality and reck- 
lessness of his method!-!.

The natural enthusiasm ut' young 


Roosevelt, 
bis 
undeniable personal 


charm nod the swirl of interest, witli 
which ht> descended inro the arena of 
local politics made him friends on ev- 
ery side in n community where leaders 
are at n high premium, anil within a 
few months the young college muii 
was elected to the jissombly of the 
state from Uis home district. 


Ills nbilUy aud his 
1 methods were in 


strong evidence at the following ses- 
sion of the legislature. Ho proved n. 
rallying power for tho Republican mi- 
nority and actually succeeded In pass- 
ing legislation which the majority sub- 
mitted to only through fear and which 
Ills own party In the sta.lu would never 
have fathered had it beuii in power. 
Mr. Roosevelt was the undisputed lead- 
er of the Republicans in the assembly 
withic two mouths after bis election, 
and lie immediately turned his atten- 
tion to the pnrifiration of New York 
city. This would have appalled u. mini 
leas 'dcteruiiucd or more experienced, 
but the young aspiran--. for a place in 
history recfeouud neither with condi- 
tions nor precedents. His success, con- 
Kidcrinj: the strength of the combina- 
tion against which he was arrayed, 
was extraordinary. He succeeded In 
Hcrurmg the passage of the bill which 
deprived the city council oC Nmv York 
of tho power to vuto the. appointments 
of the mayor. ;i prerogative which had 
nnllillcd every previous attempt at re- 
form and bad made the spoliation of 
the city's coffers an easy matter in the 
lirao of Tweed and other bosses. 


Mr. 
Roosevelt" s methods. It was 


cheerfully predicted by L'te ;?cl!*!r:'.! 
opponents, would certainly result in Ills 
retirement from participation i;i the 
state councils of New York, but this 
proved far from thu case. As has Imp- 
poned In every case since, wherever 
Theodore Itoosevelt has boon, thrown

He- became so popular that not only

HIS CIVIL SERVICE CAREER. 


President Harrison appointed Thee- 


.dore Roosevelt a member of .the United 
States civil service commission May 
W. JSSO. 


He served for sis years, two of them 


under President Harrison's successor, 
Mr. Cleveland. In that time the num- 
ber of persons who were made subject 
to the civil service1 law was increased 
from 12,000 to nearly 40.000, and the 
still further great increase made by 
the orders.of President Clevelnnd in 
(be late years of ins lirst administra- 
tion was largely due to Mr. Roosevelt's 
efTor ts. 


In the wave of reform which swept 


over New York in 1SO-I-5 the men, in-

commissioner. They wen? of the class 
which fought political rings, and they 
turned to Mr. Roosevelt to take a hand 
in purifying the police force of New 
York city, which was alleged to be a 
sink of political rottenness uud studied 
inefficiency.

The body of men of which Colonel 


Iloosevelt took command WSI.H one of 
the most remarkable even diluted in 
any country.

He brought, to the duties of th'j oflice 


a great Interest in tliy work as well us 
the tremendous energy nnd talent for 
closely studying and mastering bis 
worl; which bad characterized him in 
other liekls. lie also brought to the 
position some of bis startling methods j 
and again proved himself ."a storm 
center," a. name he had already been 
given and to.which bu has earned bet- 
ter title In each succeeding year. 


In tbe fall of IS07 bo was detailed to 


inspect the fleet gathered at Hampton 
Roads, and he kept the commanders 
and their jackics In a ferment for a 
week.

Almost impossible tu 
locate them in the underbrush. The 
rough riders hcltaved with groat gal-, 
lantry ard look the position ot'cnpicd 
by tbe enemy, but not without consid- 
erable loss. 


For distinguished gallantry In this ac- 


tion Lieutenant Colonel Iloosevelt was 
promoted to bo colonel July 11, 1S9S. 
Tbe place of this engagement Is culled 
Lay (Juasimas, "the thorns." from the 
large number nf trees of th.it species 
found there. The rough riders in ibis 
action acted in concert with other at- 
tacking forces composing the vanguard 
of the army. Several days after this 
General Young was taken with fever, 
aud Colonel Wood taking command of 
the brigade. Colonel Itoosevelt bcc.-inio 
commanding ofiicrr of the regiment. 


In this capacity ho commanded the 


rough riders in the battle of San Juan, 
whore they withstood a heavy "fire for 
a long time, and finally, when ordered 
to advance, made a gallant charge, cap- 
turing two of the hills occupied by the 
enemy. 


The rough viilei-s, with their colonel, 


returned to Camp Wikoff. at the north* 
ern extremity oi' Long Island, in Inte 
August and on Sept lii, ISOS, wore 
mustered out of the service with Colo- 
nel Roosevelt.

PERSONAL BIDE OP ROOSEVELT. 


Of his own finality of Americanism

American 
shortcoming;. 


Nevertheless I am just as little dispos- 
ed to give way to undue pessimism as 
to undue and arrogant optimism. In 
speaking of my own countrymen there 
Is one point upon which I wish io lay 
special stress: That Is the necessity 
for a feeling of broad, radical. Intense 
Americanism If good work Is to be 
done In any direction. Abovu all, tbu 
one essential for success iu every po- 
litical movement which is to do lasting 
good is thnt our citizens should act a? 
Americans, not aa Americans with n 
prefix and qualifications—not aa Irish- 
Americans, German-Americans, native 
Americans—but us Americans pure anil 
.simple. * * * lu snort, the most Im- 
portant lesson taught by the history ot 
New York city is tbe lesson of Aineri- 
c/inism. the lesson, that lie among us 
who wishes to win honor in our life 
and to play his part honestly aud man- 
fully must be indeed an American in 
spirit and purpose, iu heart and thought 
aud deed."

road, or at least for t-he northern 15 
miles of it, we had to <ro over on 1'ine. 
mountain, ten miles from the fort. As 
the poles were cut they were slid down

miilcft or carried on men's ..shoulders. 
The work- was hard enough for n gang 
of lumbermeni, but it- was made worse 
by the peril from Indians. While there 
was a peace treaty in force, 1:0 Indians 
who had a chance to pick off: a soldier 
or settler felt- bound to observe it. 
Therefore, when it came ihe turn, of 
company "(!" to send out a sergeant 
and six men to cut and distribute and 
set up five miles of poles, the colonel 
at Fort Johnson warned, us to bt 
1 on-the 


lookout for trouble and to neglect no 
precaution to add to our safety. 


•We went into camp -at the head of u 


narrow valley, close up against the 
precipitous side of a hill, and were 
safe from attack exce.pt-by Ihe front. 
As it was fine midsummer weather, 
we made a foundation of rock, and 
then erected a 'hut of poles and brush; 
and in a, day or two we- were snug 
enough. For the first four days there 
was nothing-to create alarm. One man 
was left in camp to act as sentinel and 
cook, and the other live were more or 
less scattered as they cut and distrib- 
uted the poles. 
The sergeant took 


charge of the mules und the hauling, 
aud this work took ili-Im beyond our 
support much of the time. Jle was a 
veteran Indian-fighter, however, brave 
as a lion, and had no fear. 


On the morning- of ihc fifth day, 


while he was returning1 with the mules, 
after haul ing a-pole to a. spot two miles 
away, a party of ten Indians suddenly 
confronted him. They were- led by a 
sub-chief named Little Bear, \vliu was 
a, frequent visitor sit, the. fort ami we.!l 
known to all the soldiers. During thu 
war, which .liod closed only a few 
months before, this tuib-fhici had shot 
and scalped ti <, 
bori>oral near lliu fort, 


and after the treaty 
he bad come 


swaggering- into the post vtith th« 
Bcalp-loclr attached to his belt, nn nc- 
tion which so provoked 
Sergei. "Mil- 


ton that he Bnatchcd the ghastly 
trophy away and offered to go outside 
(uid fight Littlo Bear in any msuiner 
desired. When the Tudiuin demanded 
his trophy it was refused, and he left 
the post vowing vengeance. Since thrn- 
they had'not met until now, and Ihe 
soldie-r hfid hut to look into the eyes 
of the. red-skin to see the pleasure ho 
felt at thus finding 
1 his enemy alone 


and seemingly helpless. As the meet- 
ing took place tin; ser(remit-backed up 
jigahist iv muss of rock, got his carbine. 
nnd revolver ready for shooting:, and 
was no cnol and determined that the 
Indians were awed nnd puzzled. They 
were unxions enough to kill him, but 
had only just arrived in- the neighbor- 
hood :ind did not Know how many me.u 
hti had behind 'him, or how near some 
of them might be. For the first, ten 
minutes they werr dcternvined uu a 
row, yet. the sergeant's <]iiiot way actod 
as a bluff, and they finally drew off. 
Before going, however. Little Bear said 
to him: 


"When my father nnd other e.hicfs 


signed the treaty of peace I told them 
.'. would be against it until I had killed 
yon. There is no war, but. I shc.il not 
go into the fort again until I can wear 
your scalp at my btflt." 


The sergeant, replied that if his scalp 


was wanted it was it good time to take 
it, but the Indians had other plans in 
view and left him. When the sergx-ant 
returned to camp lie related the inci- 
dent, and for the next three or four 
days one of us accompanied Jiim on his 
trips, and signals wore, arranged by 
which we mi«ht. quickly come together 
in case of need, but nothing* was hoard 
of the Indians. 
O.ni the afternoon; of 


the fifth day we were cutting1 poles 
nearly amllefrom camp, leaving1 a.man 
named Brisbane to net-as.cook. Ho 
had boon instructed' to iire his musket 


case lie saw Indians, and 
having1 


heard nothing 
1 from him, we start ad for 


:am[j at about five o'clock, witlia feel- 
ing that all was well. We 
reached 


camp to firxl t-he man: missing, llis 
musket had been left behind, nnd 
nothing: about camp had 
been dis- 


turbed. 
For an hour we expected his 


return any moment, thinking- lie had 
wandered away, but when- nig-ht came 
and passed we were sure that the In- 
dians had had something- to do with 
Jiia disappearance. They Irad. Instead 
of being1 watchful and vigilant, the 
man had carelessly wandered down 
into the larger valley in search of ber- 
rieH, with no weapons, and Little Itcar's 
band had pounced upon him and made 
him captive. They tool; him up into 
the hills and at- first d-rided to torture 
lum. That idea- was given up, however, 
that they might make him n mossen- 
gvr to capture the rest of us. Why, 
after Brisbane was captured, the red- 
skins did not enter «ud destroy our 
camp was u puzzle, but as a matter of 
fact they hastened away, and we. 
heard nothing of them until n.boui sun- 
rise next morning. We were about to 
set out- in' sMirch of our missing* man, 
when he appeared ot. the mouth of the, 
Tallcy with an Indian bmde him. He

familiar to us. 
We have seen men of 


all ages, and in all positions in society, 
fall a prey to the tempter and disap- 
pear forever. 
The great curse -ha's 


been constantly before our eyes, until 
we have become hardened and have 
censed to heed it or fear it, while its 
continued presence has softened its 
deformity and led us to regard it with 
in difference. 


Every day's experience tends more 


and more to prove that the temperance 
cause lies at the foundation of all so- 
cial ami political reform. This fearful- 
evil is growing and spreading through- 
out, the land, nnd making havoc nmouy 
our workingnicn. Unless we make dis- 
tinct and positive efforts against it, 
nnd that, too, pnmipt.ly, we shall be 
guilty of willfully neglecting an evil 
which I.s Bating out the very heart of 
society, destroying domestic life, and 
doing greater injury in a 
t-housiind 


form*, than any other cause that could 
be named in this age. 
Surely this is 


a subject which challenges the atten- 
tion of every eiti/.en whoilovct* his coun- 
try, and one, as well, thnt appeals to
